W il k e s b a r r e , Pa., May 17.—Explor­ 
ing parties have penetrated the mine at 
Ashley. 
They find nineteen dead. 
Six 
men are still missing, and it Is more 
than probable that they, too, are dead. 
The scene at the mine as nineteen 
dead and charred bodies wore brought 
out was heartrending in the extreme. 
Men, women, and children, shrieking 
aud groaning fell upon their knees and 
prayed for the dead. 
Fire-Boss Allen, who was rescued 
from the mine alive died at ll o’clock 
this morning. 
It is now stated that ail the entombed 
miners are dead. At 7 o’clock this morn­ 
ing the rescuing party discovered one of 
the Hungarian brothers named Ross in 
an abandoned working. 
He was still 
alive and said that he thought tho other 
men were all safe in one of the breasts. 
This gave rise to the rumor that all tho 
men were safe.

E x -Speaker John Griffin Carlisle, con- 
gre?tmrn frcm the sixth Kentucky dis­ 
trict, WBS born in Campell (now Kenton) 
county, Kentucky, September 5tb, 1835 
His early live was a Struggle wi h pov­ 
erty, and < u leaving the public school 
became a tebcner. 
His leisure was de­ 
voted t i reading Aw and he was admi - 
ted to the bar in 1858, when 23 years of 
age, and bas eyer since devoted that por- 
t:on of his tune not given to the pubi c 
servi ?*, to the prac ice of his profession. 
lu 1859 ne was elected a member of the 
Kentucky bou^e 
of 
representatives. 
Nomiasted iu 1881 a3 presidenti I elector 
on the democratic ticket, he declined the 
Honor. 
la 18'6 be was elected to the 
Bename of his native etste ana again in 
1869. 
Ho was present as a delegate at 
large from Kentucky, at the national 
democratic convention held in New York 
city, in 1868. 
His nomination for th i 
lieuienant-governorsbip of 
Kentucky 
in 1871, caus* d him to resign his peat in 
the Blite senate. 
He was elected t > the 
lieutiDsnt-governorship in Anenst, 1871, 
and e e rv d unlit September, 1875. 
He 
was successively elected to congress from 
the Forty-fifth in 1876 to the Fifty-first 
in 1888, and was chosen speaker in De­ 
cember, 1883. and again in 1885 and 
1887. 
Mr. Carlisle is one of the cleanest dem ­ 
ocrats in congress He is a man of fine 
abilities, has many accomplishments, is 
a thorough gentleman, ar*d a strong par­ 
tisan. But one can always forget what 
seems to be wreokless partisanship where 
there is coupled with it manliness, in­ 
tegrity and collare,

well for 
Kentucky that it bestowed its senatorial 
honer upon John G. Oar’isle.

The Senate bill was passed authorizing 
tho registration of census mail matter. 
The Houso then wont into committee 
of the whole on the tariff bill. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley offered an amendment specifically 
including glass chimneys in the clause 
relative to thin blown glass at a duty of 
IO cents a dozen and 40 per cent ad va­ 
lorem. 
Mr. Bland (Missouri) said tho pro­ 
posed increase was intended to enable a 
few gentlemen at the expense of tho 
people to make fortunes. Ile denounced 
tho bill as a measure of petty thievery 
and highway robbery. 
In response to a question by Mr. Hen­ 
derson (Iowa) Mr. McKinley stated that 
tho present duty on lamp chimneys was

and 
the

between 50 and 60 per cent. 
Mr. McKinley said tho committee knew 
it was impossible for our people to man­

ho did it. 
No one know better than he 
tho difficulty that any committee. Dem­ 
ocratic or Republican, had in making & 
tariff bill, and he did not want to bo a 
blockade to a proper adjustment; but 
the point he wanted to make was that 
he would not vote for any increase of 
duty unless ho was informed that there 
was a good reason for it. 
If tho manu­

Venerable Ju rist Passes 
Ills Home. 


C h i c a g o , 
May 17.—Judge 
Thomas 
Drummond, tho venerable jurist, died at 
his homo at Wheaton, 111., at 6 o'clock 
this morning, and a long and useful 
career was thereby brought to a close. 
It was not known by tho old gentle­ 
man’s Chicago friends that ho was ill, 
and the announcement of his demise was 
something of a surprise to them. 
Judgo Drummond presided over the 
United States Circuit court, and in 1884 
he voluntarily resigned tho position he 
he had filled so long and so faithfully 
and Judge Walter Q 
Gresham 
was 
made his successor. 
The last time the judge’s voice was 
heard in public wa9 at the Fuller ban­ 
quet in 1888. 
At thai gathering Judge 
Drummond presided, and he thrilled 
those present with a five-minute extem­ 
poraneous speech. 


The name of Thomas Drummond has 
for nearly forty years been prominent in 
Illinois, as he was among the oldest and 
most respected of the judiciary in tile 
State. 
He was born at Bristol Mills, 
Lincoln county, Maine, when* his grand­ 
father, a native of Scotland, had settled 
sometime prior to the revolutionary war. 
His father, tho Hon. James Drummond, 
had been both a farmer and a seafaring 
man, and was for some years a member 
of the State Legislature. 
His death oc­ 
curred in 
1837, 
his 
wifo 
having 
died 
long 
before, 
when 
Thomas 
was 
very 
young. 
Thomas’ 
early 
education 
was 
received 
at 
tho 
village c'tool-house near his home, but 
lie afterward attended various acade­ 
mies in the State—at Now Castle, Mon­ 
mouth, Farmingham and Gorham—and 
at the age of 17 lie entered Bowdoin col­ 
lege at Brunswick, Me., from which lie 
graduated after the usual course, being 
then ?1 years old. 
As soon as lie was 
out of college ho went to Philadelphia 
and began the study of law in tha office 
of William T. Dwight, a :-on of Presi­ 
dent Dwight of Yale 
college. 
When

Mr. 
Drummond 
continued 
his studies 
with Thomas 
Bradford. 
Jr., until March, 1833, when he was ad­ 
mitted to pratice at tho bar.

mained iii Philadelphia two years lo n g e r 
and in May, 1834, attracted by tho op­ 
portunities of the new West, he came to 
Illinois and established a law ofli o at 
Geneva, where ho contained in his p r o ­ 
fession for fifteen years. 
His ahi ity 
and accurate knowledge of the law soon 
brought him into favorable notice, and 
his advance to the front ranks of hi- 
profession was rapid a id sure 
Upon 
the death of of Judge Rope in February. 
1850, Mr. Drummond was appointe ] by 
General Taylor to succeed him as judge 
of tho Uuited States DUtrict court foi 
the district of Illinois 
December 14, 
1869, he was appointed by General Grant 
to the bench of tho Circuit court.

native of W est Africa, but is cultivated 
in many other tropical countries.

killed

for $6,000. 
The defendant objected

Each stoker 
tend? four furnaces, spending perhaps 
two or three minute? at each, then 
dashes to the air pipe to take his turn 
at cooling off and waits for another 
call to hi? furnaces. 
When the watch 
is over the men go perspiriqg through 
long, cold passage? to the forecastle, 
where they turn in for eight hours. 
One man, 28 years old, who was inter­ 
viewed by a reporter, had been em­ 
ployed at the furnace? since lie was 14 
years old. 
lie weighed 18<> pounds 
and was ruddy and seemingly happy. 
lie confessed that tile work was terri­ 
bly hard, but “it came hardest on 
thoso who did not follow it regularly. 
But if we get plenty to eat,” he said, 
••and take care of ourselves we are all 
right. 
Here’s a mate of mine nearly 
TU years old, who has been a stoker all 
his life and can do as good work as I 
can. 
Stokers never have the con­ 
sumption and rarely catch cold. Their 
grog has been knocked off on the Eng­ 
lish and American lines because tho 
men got drunk too often and the grog 
did them much harm.
